(c) As the Corps is to be embodied within the Riding only, in Caſe of imminent 
Danger ot immediate Invaſion, or during the Exiſtence of any Riot or Tumult within the 
ſame, and can be marched out of the Riding into any part cf the Kingdom only in Caſe 
O actual Invaſion, and into any adjoining Riding or County only in Aid of any ſimilar 
Crps, tor the Suppretlion of Riots and Tumolts in ſuch adjoining Riding or County ; 
this Engagement does nat ſubject any Perlon to Military Diicipline beyond the Continuance 
of ſoch Riots or 'Tumuits, or cf ſuch imminent Danger of immediate or actual Invaſion. 
(4) Every Article of Accoutrements, Saddle, Bridle, and Cloathing, being furnithed 


by the Sublcription-Fund, and the Arms from Government, thoſe who ſhall enrol them 


feives to ſerve in Perſon, are not obliged to incur any other Expence than the maintenance 
ot themielves and their Horſes, during the few Hours they are called together for Exercite, 

{e) As the Otihcers, when embodied and entitled to pay, engage to put the ſame into

The Officers of each Troop will fix upon one Town or Place, the moſt central within 


the Wapontake, for the General Muſter of ſuch Troop.-Such Place of Genera! Moſter 
being for the Purpoſe of Aſſembling on an Emergency and of likewiſe exercifing the whole 
Troop united, in Order that the Troop may be taught to att in a Body ; but ſuch General 
Muſter tor Exerciſe not to be oftener than once a Month, without the Conſent of the 
Troop.

upon by ipecial Direction of his M.jeſty in caſe of actual lovaſion or appearance of In- 


© vaſion, voluntarily march out of their teſpectixe Counties or Towns; or tha!l voluntarily 
*« aflemble within the {ame to repel ſuch [nvalion, or who ſhall voluntarily march on bein 
called upon in purſuance of an Order from his Majeſty or from the Lo d Lieutenant or 
«© Sheriff of the County, to act within the County or the a«jacent Counties, for the Sup =

Bridle; but is meant only to operate on Cafes of improper Conduct; otherwiſe the Articles
